I, too, am very interested in the Mississippi Territory at the early 
dates of 1775 — 1600 and have been trying to find out just what people 
were there that earlye 


In my research, I found there were, indeed, Menasco's in the Mississippi 
Territory between 1782 and 1810, This would have been in the southern 
part of the territory below the 3ist parallel and would have been a 

part of Spanish West Florida at that time. Spanish West Florida included 
all of the territory below the 31st parallel from Pensacola, FL to 

New Orleans, Lay That would be present day Baldwin, and Mobile counties 
Alabama and George, Stone, Jackson, Hancock, Harrison, Pearl River 
counties Mississippi. 


The Louisiana State Museum Library, New Orleans, LA now has these records. 
The Index shows JAMES MENASCO vs Thomasina Sigvatt in Vol. IV, pages 212 
and Volume VII, pages 96, 10] and 103. 


My Thomas Carney is listed and his succession is given in these papers 
and I know definitely he was living in the Mississippi Territory at that 
time. I have written to see if I can obtain copies by giving the 
Volume and page numbers, but have not yet received a replys 


I hope this helps you somes. Also I have found that there were some 
settlers in what is now Greene County, MS as early as 1775 and even one 
in what is now Jones County, MS in 1777+ My Stricklands who were born 
at Pt. Claiborne, Monroe County, Mississippi Territory in 1804, 1805 
and 1806 show in the later census thet they were born in Alabama. This
